Jusserand Wins a Clear Bill 


Jules Jusseraud, for more than a quarter of a century ambaian- 


dor of France and whp early in the New Year is to Mil for homo 
after long and brilli«ht service for Hie nation lie represented,' has 
been jriven a clean bill of health by the State Department, cleaving 
up an unfortunate episode which would have tended to mar his 
splendid record- Recently the president was represented as resent- 
ing two of M. Jusserand"s recent addresses at. public dinners in which 
he made a plea for patience on the part of the United States m col- 
lect injr the French war debt and at which he also suggested a mora- 
torium in order that France can establish herself financially more 
securely before bein« called upon to pay the debt. At the time, the 
president was described as being irritated, that the ambassador 
should make such references in his official capacity at public func- 
tions without first communicating the views to the State Department 
and it was even stated that were it not for the fact that the breach of 
diplomatic ethics could not be overlooked.

To make a gradual and reason- 


able transition from the milk diet 
to the varied diet which is appro- 
priate at the end o fthe second year 
is an important problem In infant. 
nutrition. 
Whether a baby be on the breast 


or fed artificially, milk alone is not 
an adekuate diet during the econd 
half of the first year. 
Even 
the 


breast-fed babv receiving an abun- 
dance of milk is likely to 
become 


pale, flabby, and 
gain elowly In 


weight 
unless 
additional 
food 
ie 


given. 
For the bottle baby, other 


food in additional to cow's milk is 
even more important. 
Orange Juice 


Orange juice is usually the first 


addition to the milk diet. 
It 
ia 


usually given once a day about one 
hour before a milk feeding. 
It may be given nlain, or diluted 


with water, with -the addition of a 
small amount of cone ugar if neces- 
sary. 
Beginning with a teaspoonful, 


the 
amount 
may be gradully in- 


creased until at least one ounce Is 
taken daily-. Orange juice is valu- 
able in promoting growth, and

MAJOR GRIFFITH DEFENDS 


MODERN FOOTBALL; RAPS 


3 CLASSES OF CRITICS 


roRK Dec, 23.—Defending 


modern football, its aims and effects. 
tfajor John L. GrifSn, commissioner 
of atheletics in the western confer- 
ence. In ~»Tspeech prepared for deliver- 
rj today hit back at three clasaea of 
of the game's entice, which he la- 
belled as "feminists destructiom«ts 
and educational communists." 


Major Griffins remarks, to be de- 
ivered before the annual meeting ofi 
the Football Coaches' Association ot 
America, were intended as an answer 
to recent attacks of the growing im- 
portance of football in intercollegiate 
ife 
Among the most recent of out- 
spoken critics was Dean Angel of the 
University of Michigan, who aeseiteJ 
football -was rr.erting too much it- 
tentlon from the fundamental pur- 
pose* of university training. 


There are thiee classes of people 
alarmed at the growth of modern 
football in our colleges and schools," 
paid Major Griffin 
"First, there arc 
the feminists 
These persons suggest 
that the bo->s> play football these <lajs 
do not derUe an> fun or pleasure 
from playing They ^ugest that spring 
practice be abolished because it ia 
hard, -work and no fun 
They either 
would have our bojs not trj so hard 
to win or play onlj games that are 
not fatiguing and that do not entail 
any phjsiral hardships. Americans 
are the olnv people who play Amer- 
ican football. Fossiblv a half mil- 
lion boje plajed football this last fall 
in the United State*. When American 
civilization becomes aged, football no 
longer -will be plajed here, as some- 
thing else les trying .ind enervating 
will be sugstituted. The men -who 
play football have something of the 
spirit of the pioneer. Football etand* 
for masculine America in the real 
sen«c of the word and the fact that 
It appeals to the imagination of our 
people shows that our civilization is 
•till virile. 


Then there are the destruction}*!*. 


who would build up intramural ath- 
letics by abolishing or curtaining in- 
tercollegiate football. 
They do not 
realize that it Is possible to have com- 
petitive teams and mass athletics at 
the «ame time. Last year in the west- 
ern conference 72 per cent of the male 
etudents were enrolled in some physi- 
cal education' actlvitv or other.

Williams college this fall 93 per cent 
of the m«n were in athl"ties- At the 
University of Illinois physical educa- 
tion !« required of all Incoming freeh- 
mrn for four year*. Further, pom* of
